Hirst: ino district’ No} ta but 14 
weeks school has been taught during the school year, 
as the schoolhouse was not considered in good enough 
repair to be comfortable for a winter term of school. 
At our next annual election, a sufficient amount of 
money should be raised to put this house in proper re- 
pair, as we have no right to deprive the scholars of this 
district of an equal educational privilege with the rest 
of the town. 

Second: At the last annual election for some unac- 
countable reason, the amount of money raised for the 
support of schools in the town of Chatham, was $500. 00 
instead of $600 00 as heretofore. I do most earnestly 
recommend that at our next annual election, we not on- 
ly raise the usual amount, ($600 00) but that we also
